DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed on November 21 , 2003 has been entered. No 
claims have been amended or cancelled. Claim 13 has been added. Claims 1-13 are 
still pending in this application, with claim 1 being independent. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 3 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant teaches vehicle headlamps having movable reflectors including an 

aiming mechanism for operatively supporting and moving the reflector relative to the 
housing of the headlamp. The aiming mechanism includes a screw having a supported 
portion, a male screw portion forward of the supported portion. The supported portion 
including an elastic locking portion operable to pass through a screw insertion hole 
provided in the lamp body, and an elastic rib formed integrally with the rear end of the 
supported portion. The elastic rib in brought into contact with a peripheral edge of the 
insertion hole to fixedly position the aiming screw. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of 
the features of the applicants' invention, specifically specific arrangement of the claimed 
aiming screw.
